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THE TRANSFORMATION of 
Galilee by the building of new 
towns-and the introduction of In- 
dustry In the reglon is a prospect 
which thrills most Israelis. There 
is a pretty general consensus 
among Zionists that this fs a part 
of the ancient Homeland which 
crics out to become once again a 
major centre of Jewish settle- 
ment in Eretz Israel. 

‘There has never been a time in 
our history’when Jews have not 
lived in Galilee — although the 
only family which claim un- 
interrupted residence throughout 
the ages is the Zenati couple of 
Peki'in and their unmarried 
daughter, reduced now to guard- 
ing the ruins of the ancient syn- 
agoguc. 

Galilee was the most important 
centre of the Jewish revolt 
againat the Romane in 66 C.E., 
and remains of synagogues dating 
back to the glorious days of the 
Mishna and the Talmud are to be 
found throughout the region, holy 
sites, tombs, and place-namos 
bear witness to the abundance af 
Jewish settlement in this 
beautiful upland region in days of 
old. 

The modern development of 
Galilee began towards the end of 
the 19th century, when tho first 
new Jowish scttlements were 
built on the initiative of and with 
funds provided by wealthy 
benefactors such as the 
Rothschilds. In the early 
"colonies" like Metulia and Rosh 
Pinna, Migdal and Menahamiya, 

you can find neglected houses, 
barns and stores which many peo- 
ple are trying to restore and 
preserve as the remnants of a late 
archaeological age. 


THE YEARS of the British Man- 
date saw the addition of only a few 
Jewish settlements to the map of 
‘the region, These were mainly 
kibbutaim in the Hula Valley and 
Western Galilee. The population 
of Galilee, which ran up to the 
fringes of Haifa and took in the 
plain of Acre and the valleys to 
the south of Nazarcth, comprised 
many religious and ethnic groups 
— Moslem and Christian Arabs, 
Jews, Druse and Circassians, as 
well as Beduin living in villages 
and tribal lands, With 18 religious 
and social mixture, Its old timera 
and, new immigrants, it has 
developed a distinctive soalal 
character. It has also acquired a 


‘. lively interost in politios, and has 
become known as the bastion of | 


anti-Israel Communism as 
represented by Rakah and even 
more extreme movements.

A detailed scheme 


in 1946, estabilahed, aa ita firat 
phase, the settlements of Zarit, 
Shtula and Netua along the 
Lebanese border, and Upper 
Nazareth, Carmiel and Hazon In 
central Galilee. The five-year 
plan adopted by the Government 
at the beginning of 1987 remained 
virtually dormant because of the 
Six Day War and the resultant de- 
mand for funds to resettle the ad- 
ministered territories and for 
other urgent purposes. 


THE PLAN envisaged’ the 
building of a number of urban 
centres around which would be es- 
tablished agricultural villages 
and a certain amount of Induatry. 
The only urban centre that has ac- 
tually been built is Biranit, in the 
middle of the area named Yakin- 
ton after the hyacinth which 
flowers there. Biranit has never 
come anywhere near being a 
town: no services were provided, 
and very few families were 
prepared to live there. It has been 
taken over by one interest after 
another, once becoming 4 centre 
for fencing training. It was 
rocently sold to the army, to be 
converted into a military base. 
Levi Eshkol's plan — known as 
Sus (standing for So/-Sof, the 
Hebrew for "Αἱ last'') — was bas- 
ed on two conaiderations, security 
end demography, and these con- 
tinued to inform the five-year 
plan. The vastness of Galilee and 
the sparsencas of ita Jewish pop- 
ulation always posed a threat to 
Israel, not only ‘from the purely 
seourity point of view — because 
of the proximity to the borders of 
Lebanon and Syria — but also 
from apolitical point of view, for 
a Galilee thinly inhabited by Jews 
would always be regarded by out- 
-siders as detachable from Israel. 
For years, Galilee has been at a 
atandstill as far as development is 
concerned, and the cynics have 
come to regard Eishkol's plan asa 
dream that was never to come 
true. But the new situation 
created by the Yom Kippur War 
and the security and social 
problems in the existing urban 


centres of Galilee have forcedthe ΒΝ 


Government, the Jewish Agency 
and the Zionist Organization to

BLOWING HOT AND COLD 


return of the Abu Rodeis oil fields to Egypt this week underscored 


afresh Israel's need to find domestic sources of energy to supply present and 
future needs. One of the most interesting possibilities is the idea Professor 
BARUCH GIVONI has been developing at the Technion for the direct exploita- 
tion of sun and wind for both heating and cooling. YA'ACOV FRIEDLER reports. 


Givonl, who is an expert on Indoor 
¢limate, is himself concentrating 
ou the direct exploitation of the 
natural energy to be harnessed 
(rant the sunand the wind. We are 
already using solar energy to a 
vertaln extent for heating, and 
some experts are working on Its 
explottitton for cooling as well, 
through absorplion refrigeration. 
But Prof. (νοι! fivours the 
direct exploitation af energy for 
both heathy and cooling, because 
the absorption method {s so Incf- 
ficient. 

One of his ideas is to use wind 
power to ereate heat diroctly 
through friction, He points out 
that heat Is much easier to store 
than elcetricily. 

“We have a lot of wind in large 
urens of Galilee, and Europe hasa 
lot of wind too. It conveniently 
tlows hardest when heat 8 most 
needed, und in those places where 
sunshine 15 relatively rare. Wind- 
mills would create heat very well, 
und for our own Galilee 
settlements a system of windmills 
would be more efficient than solar 
healing. because many of them 
are located on mountains, and are 
often cavered by clouds.” 

Wind-power heating 15 still in 
the idea stage, but Prof. Glivoni 
took me to the roof of the 
Research Station, to demonstrate 
models of his natural-energy 
heating and cooling units, which 
have actually reached the work- 


Ing stage. 


“7 AM TRYING to develop P 


heating and cooling systems that 
will become integral parts of 8 
building and will need virtually πὸ 
energy to operate.” he exptained. 

For heating, he has developeda 
“radiation trap.!" This is-a 
high erected on the flat concrete 


facing south. Through these the 


sunlight penctrates into the trap, 
which is essentially a solar-heat 
collector, The floor of the trap is 
the roof of the building, painted 
black. Part of the penetrating 
solar radiation is absorbed by the 
roof itself and heats it up; part 
goes through the roof Into the cell- 
ing of the building, which becomes 
a heating panel for the rooms 
below it. : 

Tho air inside the radiation trap 
Is constantly heated through con- 
lact with the hot roof of the 
building and the heated underside 
of the insulation panel that forms 
the roof of the trap. The hot air 
from the trap can be blown by 8. 
fan cither directly into the flats, or 
into a "thermal store" In the form 
of agravel bed, through which the 
hot air ia circulated by another 
fan. 'The heat stored by the gravel 
can be utilized for heating the 
building during the night. 


WHEN I WAS up on the roof with 
Prof. Givonl — admittedly on a 
brilliantly sunny winter's day — 
with the outdoor temperature at 
20 degrees the temperature inside 
the radiation trap was already up 
to 45 degrees, although it was atill 
only ten in the morning, and the 
gun still had many hours of heat to 

ive.

would suffice to heat the whole 
house during the winter, with no 
need for a thermal storage bed,’ 
he said. “Only if there were 8 
rotracted spell of sunless days — 
which is fairly. infrequent in 
Israel, especially jn the southern 
part of the country — would a 
back-up: heating system be 
necessary, Probably a couple of 
relatively .

For higher bulldings, of up to 
three storeys, for which his radia- 
tion trap would be practicable at 
its present stage of development, 
a pebble or rock bed, two to three 
metres deep, would be necessary 
for storing heat. The ‘‘hotbod" 
could be installed fn a cellar or 
some other convenient location. 

“For new buildings I advocate 
foundations two to three metres 
deep to pe filled with pebbics or 
rocks. One fan would blow the hot 
air from thé trap through the hot- 
bed and another would force it 
back into the house, to keep it at 
the warmth desired.” 

The hotbed would store enough 
reserve heat to keep a three- 
storey building warm for two to 
three suniess days. For longer 
sunicss periods some back-up 
heating would be necessary. In 
the summer, when hcating is no 
longer needed, the windows of the 
radiation trap are simply 
shuttered, closing down the 
system. 

“We have reached a stage 
where we are ready to try It out 
full-scale. I am negotiating with 
the Housing Ministry for the 
design and construction of a solar- 
heated house,"’ Prof. Givoni said. 


AS A COMPANION to the solar- 
heating system, he has developed 
a radiation cooling system. This, 
ἰρο, consists of a trap on the roof; 
but it is covered by a sheet of 
white, corrugated aluminium, 
galvanized steel or plastic, expos- 
ed to the cold night sky. The sheet 
radiates heat from the trap Into 
the sky, and in much the same 
way as dew is formed, the air in 
the trap gradually cools. The cold 
air from the trap, using the ducts 
installed for heating, is then piped 
into the house for cooling. 

'Prof. Givoni said that on the 
roof ΟΥ̓ the Technion station, 


where conditlons for radiatlon 
cooling are far from ideal because 
of the dampness, he has been able 
to cool the air in the trap to five 
degrees below the night 
temperature, which Itself. af 
course, is considerably lower than 
the daytime temperature. In fact, 
the alr is cold enough to cool a 
house to comfort temperature 
throughout the summer, and us- 
ing only enough energy to drive a 
fan. He noted that tn hotter parts 
of the country, In the south, or 
farther Inland from the sea, the 
system would be even more cffer- 
tive, reducing the temperulure of 
the cooling alr in the trap to seven 
or eight degrees below night 
temperatures. 

Ata very rough estimate, Prof. 
Glvoni believes, It would be pos- 
sible to install the dual heating and 
cooling system at a coast of about 
1L.10,000 per apartment, in a 
building of up to three storeys. 
Even for high-rise buildings, he 
says, the system should be usable 
by building radiation traps into 
the walls facing south, Problems 
would, of course, arise, ‘bul they 
can be solved if we ure really 
serlous about saving cnergy.'' He 
Sees no reason, for instance, why 
once the system is proved In prac- 
tice, whole quirters should not be 
built on pebble or rock foun- 
dations, to provide thermal 
storage beds, 

“Rocks at least are one thing 
Israci's not short οὐ," he smiled. 

He is, in fact, working on a 
jarge-scale thermal storage bed 
idea at the Desert Research 
Institute in Sde Boker, where the 
climate makes heating quite a 
problem. He has proposed filling 
up a conveniently-located little 
wadi with rocks to serve aga ther- 
mal store for a whole row of 
houses. 

“Tam convinced It will work 
and provide them with all the heat 
they need in that cloudless 
region," he says. '‘What we need 
is IL200,000 io carry out the 
scheme.” 

Such a scheme opens up whole 
vistas for large-scale heat storage 
for entire neighbourhoods. 
Strange as it may seem, jnA coun- 
try which has to spend hundreds 
of millions of dollars annually on 
Importing ofl, the TL200,000 are 
hard to come by. 

While hj negotiatlons with the 
Housing Ministry for, a solar- 
heated and cooled house are 
Hmping along at the usual 
bureaucratie pace, it may well be 
that the first prototype will be 
built at Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, in Troy, New York, one 
of the three places in the U.S. at 
‘which Prof. Givoni teaches; the 
other two are UCLA and Penn 
State University. At RPI, plans 
are advancing for the construc- 
tion of 48 solar-heated houses, 
each using a different system. and 
Professor Givonl will design some 
of them. 

Meanwhile, the UN has ap- 
pointed him as a consultant to the 
Iranian Ministry of Housing on the 
adaptation of building methods to 
climatic conditions and the ex- 
ploitation of solar energy.

-already instructed the ‘Teheran 
Building and Housing Research 
Centre to construct models of his 
heating and cooling trap systems 
for testing under loca! conditions. 
His appointment followed the 
Issue of a-royal decree to cn- 
courage energy-saving research. 
In spite of the fact that Iran has 
one of the largest oll- reserves in 
the world, the Shah seems to be 
aware that oil has become too 
valuable just to burn.

My 
own daughter, I am almoat 
ashamed to admit, did not know 
where she belonged, until a fairly 
advanced age.

My wife 
duly informed her, whereupon she 
wanted to know what she would be 
when she grew up. Evidently, in 
her {nnocencse, she had regarded 
the concept of eda'as a curable 
disease. 

Buch a Jack of basic education 
reflecta negatively on the parents, 


and it is here mentioned as fair - 


warning to others to attach proper 
importance to such mattera. 
When a child is first sent to 
kindergarten, it should not only 
know its name and address, but 
also {ts community.

Boosting the insurance 


CAR OWNERS all over the coun- 
try were overjoyed to learn of the 
agreement hammered out by the 
representatives of the Finance 
Ministry and the heads of the In- 
surance companies, regarding 
the changes in car-insurance 
rates. As a public service, this 
writer takes pleasure in leaking 
reliable information on the course 
of these negotlatlona. 

It muat be admitted that as the 
parties gat down at the 
negotiating table, thelr respective 
stands were diametrically op- 
posed. The companies asked the 
Treasury to agree to a 205 per 
cent increase, so that they might 
realize more solid profits. But the 
Ministry objected to this demand, 
contending that insurance rates 
could not top the price of the vehi- 
cle itself, sinea one might

reasonably assume that car 
owners, whose loyalty was in any 
case dubious, would prefer to buy 
Β new car in the event of ac- 
cidents, theft or unauthorized 
parking. The counter-proposal of 
the Finance Ministry would have 
left the rates unchanged, but 
stipulated a one time levy of 
1L1,350 to be paid by all civiHan 
car owners to the public till. 

The heads of the insurance 
companies rejected this proposal 
out of hand, since It did nothing to 
further their interest. In sc far ag 
the ‘'self-particlpation"' aspect 
was concerned, they showed 
themselves more flexible. The 
heads of the insurance companies 
proposed the setting of a new and 
more realiatic tariff, according to 
which the policy holder would, in 
future, himaelf cover all and any
